Temperature, rainfall figures 


During the first 10 months of 
1972, 


Hempstead County received 35.13 inches or 
rain — almost seven inches less than nor- 
mal, according to the official records at the 
Southwest Branch Experiment Station 
here. 


The county, however, received 6.01 inches 


from Nov. 1 to Nov. 11 — 1.51 inches above 
normal for the entire month. 


Heavy rainfall during the latter part of 


October did not bring the total to normal 
due to the extremely dry weather during 
three months — February, April and A/lay. 


Temperature records kept at the station 


indicate a .7 degrees below normal average 
even though July, August and September 
had 22, 21 and 28 days respectively when 
temperature was 90 degrees or above. 


Records indicate that below normal night 


temperatures were responsible for the total 
temperature average drop.

Most of the 
dead were Germans. 


Witnesses said the Convair 


9MA, owned by the Spanish 
charter airline Spantex, got 
only 300 feet off the runway be- 
fore one of its four engines 
burst into flames and the plane 
crashed on this Atlantic Island 
off North Africa. 


Spantax officials said there 


waa no reason to suspect sabo- 
tage, but the airline sold it woo 
investigating the possibility. 


The dead included 143 West 


Germans on a trip organised by 
a bus owners' association toi 
Bavaria, three Austrtans, two 
Italians and seven Spanish 
crew members. 


It was Spanish aviation's 


worst disaster, the fourth wont 
crash in-aviation history and 
the seventh this^year in which 
more than 100 persons died. 
The worst crash in aviation his- 
tory occurred in October out- 
side Moscow when 178 persons 
were killed in the crash of a 
Soviet jetliner. 


The only victim of the crash 


found alive was a young wo- 
man who kept repeating: "Save 
me, save me." Police said she 
died within minutes of reaching 
a hospital.

poor job...I inquired if they 
could evaluate...They had some 
members of the Cowboy staff 
say that we had done a poor 
job of coaching."

Nicklaus wins 
golf tourney

closed the most spectacular 
year of his fantastic career 
with a victory in the Walt Dis- 
ney 
World 
Open 
Golf 


Tournament and was consid- 
ering his goals for 1973. 


••The first goal," he mused, 


-well, thafd be No. 14 at Au- 
gusta, in the Masters." 


He referred to his collection 


of 13 major championships, a 
record he shares with the late 
Bobby Jones. A victory at Au- 
gusta, Ga., in the spring would 
be the 14th, putting him on a 
plateau alone above all the oth- 
er men who have played this 
old game. 


His more general goals are 


even more awe-inspiring. 


•'I don't think there's any 


question this is the best year 
I've had," said Nicklaus, win- 
ner of the U.S. Open, the Mas- 
ters, five other titles and a 
whopping record of $320,542. 


The seventh title and $90,000 


came Sunday when he forged a 
front-runningeight-under-par M 
for a 267 total and a nine-stroke 
victory. The 72-hote total and 
the victory margin both were 
tour records for the season. 


"The year was better than 


last year," he said, paused a 
moment and added: 


"But I'd certainly hope next 


year is better." 


Nicklaus' season was one of 


the finest the game has; seen. 
He won seven of his 20 starts 
and was second in four others, 
once in the British Open. He 
won Golfer-of-the-Year honors, 
His stroke average of 70.23 was 
by far the best on the tour. He 
won a record-matching fourth 
Masters and a record-matching 


13th major career title. 


And he wants to improve. 
"Right now," said Sam 


Snead, a 60-year-old living teg- 
end," he's got the best attitude 
and the best talent in the game. 
He's picked up all the options." 


Snead provided what little ex- 


citement there was on the final 
round as Nicklaus made a rout 
of it. Snead ambled over the 7,- 
222-yard Magnolia course with 
a 65 that put him among the 
leaders at 271, a distant 11 
strokes back of Nicklaus' ll-un- 
der-par total.

Pollutants 
could be 
valuable 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 


Many pollutants being dis- 
carded by industry actually are 
valuable raw materials, an in- 
ternational pollution conference 
here was told today. 


Herman Vaughan of Dow 


Chemicals said his company 
tries to view pollution "as a 
waste of valuable raw mate- 
rials." 


He said the wastes that other 


companies flush into lakes and 
rivers can give a company that 
uses them an economic advan- 
tage.

Woman searching 
for unsafe toys 


SEATTLE (AP) - Andrea 


Mangold has filled her shopping 
cart during the past two 
months in 19 stores where she's 
paid for hardly a thing. 


Instead, two of the stores 


may have to pay fines for sell- 
ing unsafe toys discovered on 
the shelves by Mrs. Mangold. A 
mother of three, she is an un- 
paid consumer deputy under a 
pilot program for the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. 


Under the experiment, con- 


sumer volunteers in San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, Atlanta, Phila- 
delphia and Seattle inspect 
stores to see if they're carrying 
any of some 800 toys banned as 
unsafe. 


The Seattle office of the FDA 


said that, since the project was 
started Aug. IS, consumer dep- 
uties have checked 6,000 chil- 
dren's toys in 78 stores. One or 
more types of banned articles 
were found in 60 per cent of the 
stores, the FDA reported. 


In a suburban discount house 


Sunday, Mrs. Mangold took leu 
than an hour to 611 her cart 
with toys she said could cause 
an infant to choke to death, se- 
riously injure a baby's mouth 


or pinch and puncture a child's 
skin. 


"Some of the managers will 


get down on their hands and 
knees checking toys with me," 
she said. 


But that wasn't quite the case 


with two store managers who 
she said refused to remove the 
prohibited playthings. They will 
be visited by FDA inspectors 
and warned that continued 
sales of the offending item will 
be subject to action under the 
Hazardous Substances Act. 


Mrs. Mangold said consumer 


deputies don't stop with the list 
of toys known to be dangerous. 


"I continually find toys that 


aren't on the list but that I find 
potentially dangerous to a 
child," she said. 


"I pull them off the shelves 


and show them to the manager. 
Some take them off, others 
won't. I pay for a toy like that 
and turn it over to the FDA for 
testing." 


She said she also finds that 


some banned toys have been 
disguised by the manufacturer 
or distributor by pasting a new 
identification number over the 
number on the FDA blacklist. 


Hard-rock miner is 
hoping for paydirt

BASIN, Mont. (AP) - The 


glitter of gold has been more in 
the eye than in the pocket of 
Delbert "Hap" Bullock in the 
past 10 years. 


Working his own diggings, 


Bullock is one of a dying breed 
— a harckock miner. Now he 
figures that, after years of Just 
getting by, his Crystal Mine is 
about to pay off. 


Bullock is perhaps typical of 


hundreds of miners and pros- 
pectors throughout the West 
who hold claims on mining 
properties that were abandoned 
years ago. 


But, with the price of gold 


rising slowly, individual pros- 
pectors from New Mexico to 
Alaska and from California to 
South Dakota are becoming in- 
terested and, in some cases, 


are reopening long-closed mine 
shafts or pouring more money 
into existing small operations. 


Bullock and his brother John 


own 17 patented claims on a 
mountain east of the Continen- 
tal Divide. After using an open 
pit process, they now are going 
underground to follow a miner- 
al-rich vein. 


The underground operation, 


they say, will follow old mining 
tunnels and shafts that were 
•taru: back in the 18Ms. 


Gold now is bringing about 


$•0419 per troy ounce, far 
above the $95 price that the 
U.S. government tried so long 
to maintain. 


Although gold is the glam- 


orous metal, others such as sil- 
ver, lead and copper are the 
workhorses of most small 
mines and pay for the smelting.
